Board Affirms 
Subpoena Right 


Board of justice Monday de- 
cided that it has an enforceable 
“right of subpoena,” but teok no 
action against two students who 
ignored subpoenas in the recent 
George Mandich, Paul Stamas 
trial. 

Don Baxter, chief justice, stat- 
ed that no penalty was imposed 
against the two students, who 
failed to appear, because exten- 
uating circumstances rendered 
their actions excusable. 

Baxter writing for a 41 ma- 
jority. stated “The idea of the 
right of subpoena is not a new 
one or without precedent. It is 
well established in municipal, 
state and federal judiciaries that 
the right of subpoena is inherent 
in the right of jurisdiction.” 

Justice Roger Whitney dissent- 
ed from the majority decision. He 
claimed that some penalty should 
be evoked against the two viola- 
tors. 

Justices Gary David, Neil 
Amick and Shirley Cuneo con- 
curred with Baxter's decision.

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Men Not Represented 


The men on the Sacramento State College campus may 
not realize it, but they are not being represented in the 
Student Council this year. Lloyd Snelson, men’s representa- 
tive, has attended only three meetings all year, and has the 
worst attendance record of any Council member. 

This should be a matter of deep concern for the Student 
Council. There are only 11 voting members in that group, 
and when one of them is habitually absent, the working 
membership must accept a greater share of the duties 
which confront the Council. In addition, the men students, 
about one-half of the student body, are receiving no effec- 
tive representation. 

Snelson may very well have an adequate reason for 
his terrible attendance record. He may not have sufficient 
time to devote to student government. 

If Snelson does not have time to adegquat«!y fulfill his 
office, however, he should resign. 

It would not be amiss for Student Council to deliver an 
ultimatum to Snelson: “Either attend meetings or quit.” 
It is entirely within the scope of the Council to take such 
action, and it could not help but have beneficial effect. 
If Snelson decided to attend the meetings, the present 
problem will be solved, and if he decides to resign, another 
election can be held, and the men can elect another repre- 
sentative,
